road. President Perham holds that 
Skeggs wa? justified in refusing to 
test a Western Union wire when or- 
dered to do the work by C. M. Walker, 
superintendent of telegraph on 
the 


railroad, as the order was irregular

NOTHING TO SAY 
ON TAFT'S SPEECH 


IX WHICH HE INTIMATES THAT 


111K ASSEMULV WOULD BE 


AT SIGN OF MISBEHAVUU 


Vounjj Man Olio*.en President as the 


First \\itrk of Contention—Taft

Manila. Oct. IT—The first business 


of the national assembly, which was 
opened bj Secretary of War Taft, was 
the selection of a president, and 
Sergio Osmena, Nationalist, who for- 
intrly was governor of the island of 
Cebu, was chosen. Senor Osmena is 
a young man and had no part in the 
resolution. He is held in high esteem 
by the government and his own peo- 
ple. 
He was 
nominated by Manuel 


Quezen and seconded in an eloquent 
speech by Donimador Gomez. All the 
assemblymen, including Senor Gomez, 
whose 
election is to be contested,- 


were formally sworn in. The oath in- 
cluded acknowledgment of sovereignty 
and allegiance to the American gov- 
ernment: 
Other business was the 


selection of a secretary. 
The dele- 


gates showed they had no understand- 
ing of parliamentary 
law and pro- 


ct-duie 
The principal feature of the 


session was 
an 
address by Senor 


Gomez, who declaied against bringing 
politics into legislative business and 
asked the delegates to show their pa- 
triotism by forsaking 
party 
affilia- 


tions and legislating for the benefit of 
the Filipino people. 


In his address to the assembly Mr. 


Taft said 
his views 
of two years 


ago regarding the independence of the 
Filipino people were unchanged. He 
did not believe that they would 
be 


'tied to govern themselves for at least 
:i generation, but he added that the 
matter was entirely in the hands of 
congress. Mr. Taft denied emphatic- 
a'.ly that the United States had any 
intention of disposing of the islands. 
and said he had absolute confidence la 
the Filipinos. He asserted his belief 
that they felt their responsibility and 
acknowledged the 
necessity of sup- 


porting the American government. 


Secretary 
Taft wanted to satisfy 


some of the American residents of 
Manila regarding the policy of the 
American 
government. The general 


impression is that this speech was pla- 
cative. He intimated that misbehavior 
would result in the abolishment of the 
assembly, but it is declared that this, 
contingency is not expected. As for 
the Filipinos, they expressed no opin- 
ion of Mr. Taft's speech one way or 
the other.

Nobody above the rank of captain will 
be allowed to escape the ride or the 
ruling of a surgeon that he is physical- 
ly unfit TO take it. 
For obvious rea- 


sons army officers dread either fate. 


A man who is qualified in three 


ways to discuss the matter—he is a 
friend of the president, an intimate ac- 
quaintance of many oflicers and an en- 
tlinsinstic rider himself—said recently 
that the order was about as unjust as 
could be imagined. 


"It was," he said, "merely a whim 


! with the president at first, but I be- 


lieve that it has uow developed into a 
shrewd move on the part of the gon- 
t-ral staff to make way for promotions 
by ritlcliug the army of men who are 
1 horoughly capable and fit for the H-ork 
they are doing, but are too old to do 
spectacular athletic stunts In rough 
riding. 


"As the suggestion was originally 


made by the president it applied only 
to the officers of the line, but the gen- 
eral staff went him one better and 
made the o"'Jer comprehensive enough 
to include the staff officers. The presi- 
dent uo doubt approved their amend- 
ment, otherwise we wouldn't have the 
situation as it now is. The general 
staff is made up very largely ot yourg 
men. 
To claim for them that they 


rtidu't realize that their action might 
put many of their seniors on the re- 
tired list would be to charge them with 
stupidity of a very dense variety. 


"The plan, even in its original appli- 


cation to line officers only, was unrea- 
sonable and unnecessary and absolute- 
ly without precedent in the history of 
1he army. But. as I said before, I 
Ihink it was the result of a whim, put 
into effect without any deliberation as 
to results. 


"President Roosevelt is very impul- 


sive. He was a weakling, physically, 
when he was a boy and weut west to 
be built up. The process was success- 
ful. Among other heroic things he did 
was to go rough riding with the cow- 
boys. It undoubtedly did him worlds 
of good, and he still lo\ es to jump into 
the saddle and ride hard. So because 
it benefits him and because he likes to 
•lo it he thinks that all men ought to 
do it 
That i; u great mistake—anoth- 


er case of acting ou impulse. 


"All army officers may yet be order- 


ed tu do\t'Iop a certain dcweu of pro- 
ficiency in tennis or kill a given num- 
ber of bears as an essential to promo- 
tion or qualify as marksmen by shoot- 
ing at mountain lious. The clangers 
and possibilities seem almost limitless. 


"But let us consider this thing seri- 


ously, first with reference to officers of 
the line. "We may pass over the caval- 
ry and light artillery, for in those arms 
of the service hard riding is merely in- 
cidental to the daily work not only of 
the field officers, but of the captains 
and lieutenants. Excellent horseman- 
ship is required of them as a matter of 
course. 


"With the infantry it is another sto- 


ry. L'ntil he attains field rank an offi- 
cer of infantry never 1ms any opportu- 
nity to ride. Of course all the oflicers 
have learned to ride in their cadet 
days at V.'est Point, and there, theoret- 
ically at least, all had the same oppor- 
tunities in tho saddle. But even there 
that isn't actually so. Good riding qual- 
ities develop in some youngsters and 
not in others, and the average cadet 
knows long before he gets his first j 
commission whether he wants to be a 
cavalryman or an engineer, an officer 
of infantry or of artillery, and very 
naturally he has the most interest and 
enthusiasm in that part of his cadet 
work that leads particularly to the 
branch of the service which he hopes 
to got into. But the day that a class is 
graduated from the academy all equal-

ordnance officer at an arsenal. A man 
to preside successfully over such an 


•J" j establishment needs an equipment al- 


togeiuer iliilereut from the hurrah 
qualities essential to following the 
hounds." 


Some army officers seem to think a 


man's failure to ride to the satisfac- 
tion of the commander in chief of the 
army and navy or a dor-tor's certificate 
that he ought not to try it will be mere- 
ly a preliminary to an order sending 
him before a retiring board. There are 
many oflicers uo doubt entirely fit for 
the service for years to come under 
normal conditions, but v,ho would dis- 
cover at the end of a hard fifteen mile 
ride that there was something radical- 
ly wrong with their hearts or kidneys..

INTERESTING SCHOOL STATISTICS 


GIVEN BY SOFT. J, 


Exiracts Hade from Bis Report to the Board of Education 


Show Condition of the Schools to be Excellent But 


Suggesting Some Needeu i 


The Board of Education lias done 


everything that could be done con- 
sistent v/ith sound business economy 
to advance the interests of the 
schools considering the limited funds 
at hand. The writer has no person- 
al data, except for the past three 
years, but Newark has had the rep- 
utation of maintaining a high stand- 
ard in public school affairs for many 
years. What follows under this cap- 
tion is triennial in scope. 


Text Books.—Written arithmetic 


has been introduced in the lower 
grades and the complete geography 
in the upper grades. Changes have 
been made where texts have been un- 
satisfactory and vertical penmanship 
dropped. 


Repairs.-—The 
ancient 
double 


desks in four rooms have been re- 
placed by single ones. Over a thous- 
and desks have been exchanged so 
as to match the 
pupils 
in 
size. 


There were no desks of the smallest 
size in the old buildings. 
Now all 


first grades are supplied with new 
desks of the smallest size. 


A modern closet system, including 


a teacher's toilet room, has been 
installed at North Fourth and the 
closet system of some other build- 
ings improved. 


New walks have been 
made 
at 


some of the buildings and old win- 
dow blinds replaced by new iu many 
schools. 


Over §10^,000 has been expended 


mostly in decorating the inner school 
room walls by removing the old un- 
sanitary paper from them and paint- 
ing them with pleasing colors. 


Supplies.—Several 
charts 
and 


maps have been purchased for the 
high school; also, thirty-five sets of 
supplementary reading books, mak- 
ing seventy-five sets in all; seventy- 
five geographical wall maps, and sev- 
eral bookcases for the grades. 
The 


principals and teachers have aided 
the board greatly in purchasing li- 
brary books and other supplies and 
decorations with funds raised at so- 
cials, by "Art Clubs," and by picture 
exhibits. 


School-ground 
Decorations.—The 


advice of an expert was secured on 
school-ground plantings. 
Premiums 


bave been offered for the best kept 
lawns and 575 shrubs planted o» the 
school grounds. 


Buildings.—An effort 
has 
been 


made to keep all old buildings in re- 
pairs. 
Three new ones and one ad- 


dition have been recently 
erected. 


The amount of bonds issued for this 
purpose %vas remarkably low con- 
sidering the extent of the improve- 
ment. 


The Woodside building has twelve 


rooms and in all of its arrangements 
and appointments is thoroughly mod- 
ern and its architecture is a credit 
to the city. 


TMfe new high school annex, in 


course of erection, will more 
than 


double the capacity of the present 
building. 
When completed Newark 


will have one of the 
finest 
high 


school buildings in tlris part of the 
state. 
The auditorium will seat a 


thousand and will be on a level with 
the basement floor. 


Teachers" Salaries.—For all grades 


iu the elementary schools, the maxi- 
mum salary has been raised to $600. 
In the high school the maximum had 
been raised from $600 to $760 for 


women, and from $800 to $1000 for 
men in the departments paying the 
lowest salaries. 


Manual Training.—The board has 


introduced manual training in 
all 


seventh and pj'eMh STS"?"" 
A *'»h 


school manual training class is now 
in process of organization. 


It is difficult to see how the inter- 


ests of the people could have had a 
more conscientious consideration or 
how our schools could have been fur- 
ther improved with the 
available 


funds at hand, so far as the board of 
education has been concerned. 


Reports. 


Within the past three years, over 


forty written special reports and rec- 
ommendations have been submitted 
by the superintendent on such sub- 
jects as, black-boards needed, salary 
schedule recommendations, what a 
modern school building should in- 
clude, suggestions for a high school 
annex, table of information on our 
present school buildings as to when 
built, cost, etc. 


It has been six years since an an- 


nual report has been published and' 
the same length of time since the 
rules and regulations have befii re- 
vised. 


New Course of Study. 


The board adopted a new course of 


study which went Into effect at the 
opening of school 
in 
September, 


1906. 
This course has been highly 


endorsed personally by several prom- 
inent school men. Hundreds of re- 
quests for copies have been received 
from various schools 
of the slate. 


This course includes outlines or sug- 
gestions on art and artists, ethics and 
civics, delinquents and crime, besides 
the usual matter found in such a 
course. 


This course places the chief stress 


on the essentials: reading, writing, 
arithmetic and geography. 
• Changes in Course of Study..—The 
text on mental arithmetic has been 
dropped 
and 
written 
arithmetic, 


combined with mental, added in the 
third, fourth and fifth grades. 


"Stories of the English" is now 


used for a half year in the seventh 
grade. 


A word spelling book has taken the 


place of the sentence spelling Jiook. 


Vertical 
penmanship 
has 
been 


changed to the slant and much stress 
laid upon movement exercises. 


Suggestions. 


Closet Systems.—The closet sys- 


tem of central should be placed with- 
in the building, as there is sufficient 
basement room for this purpose, and 
that of the East should be placed 
within the building, if it is possible 
to do so. 


Several of the buildings should 


have teachers' toilet rooms placed 
within the buildings. This is a mat- 
ter that should not be dismissed 
lightly. 


Play Grounds.—An effort should 


be made to enlarge the play-grounds 
at North Fourth, Hudson avenue, and 
Indiana before 
property 
advances 


further in value. 


Manual Training.—The work 
in 


manual training should be extended. 
Sewing could be added now in the 
seventh and eighth grades. 
I would 


recommend this instead of the leath- 
er work for 1908-9. 


When the 
annex is completed 


manual training should be extended 
to the high school and incorporated
